ARSAW,  Dec.  20.— The 
new  President  of  Poland, 

Stanilaus  Wojciechowski, 
who  was  elected  today,  took  the 
oath, of  office  tonight.  He  was 
elected  to  the  presidency  with 
296  ballots  oi  519  cast  by  the 
National  Assembly. 

Although  the  police  forbade  dem* 
onetratlons,  I'resldent  Wojclechowakl 
was  greeted  enthusiastically  as  he 
emerged  from  the  Parliament  liuild- 
ing. 

While  be  la  supported  t>y  tha  Radi- 
cals, he  nevertheless  Is  highly  re- 
spected by  the  Natlonallstn. 

Bom  In  H6»,  I'resldent  Wojcie- 
chowski entered  Kallsc  ITnlverslty, 
but  his  studies  were  Interrupted  in 
list  by  his  expulsion  from  Poland 
by  the  Russian  police  for  baloaglng 
to  I  saeret  political  orgsatMitloa.  Tha 
following  years  he  spent  In  Swttasr- 
land,  France  and  England,  and  he 
worked  with  his  old  friend.  General 
Pllsudskl,  unremittingly  for  Poland's 
independence. 

In  iSSt  he  abandoned  <^lltlcs 
and  obtali^  permiasloa  ta  raturn  to 
Poland,  where  he  initiated  the  Polish 
co-operative  community  orgaaiaa- 
tlons.  He  waa  a  strong  pro-Ally  dur- 
ing the  war  and  took  a  large  part  in 
relief  work.  He  was  Minister  of  the  In- 
terior in  the  Paderewski  and  Skul- 
skl  cabinets  and  recently  was  pro- 
foaaor  In  the  Warsaw  High  Sehoal  of 
CoauMroe.

The  Treaty  purported  to  control 
the  nnnbcr  of  men,  guns,  shells  and 
feetories  for  t^c  manufacture  of  ex- 
ptoehres  in  Gerinany.  A  correspon- 
dent of  Tlje  London  Times,  who  re- 
cently spent  some  tilbe  making  in- 
vestigations in  Germany  has  -rsaehtd 
some  conclusions  that  will  go  further 
towards  explaining  tbc  French  atti- 

'  tnde  tha«  anythlnf  pabiishad  ap  to 
date.  He  found  that  Germany  has 
devised  methods  fur  evading  strict 
regulation  of  her  armies  by  camou- 
flaging whole  bodies  of  men  as  police 
of  various  ki^dp.  In  this  connec- 
tion there  is  a  igrltcm  of  organisation 
wh^  would*'  enable  Ocrmany,  at 
shoH  notice,  to  turn  these  men  into 
efricient  soldiers.  The  Peace  of 
"N/ersailles  no  longer  regards  it  ss  a 
'  iixc^l  aim  to,  circamlcribe  the  activ- 
ities of  such  factories  in  Germany  as 
wete.  during  the  Great  War.,  the 
c|pef  agencies  for  the  manufacture  of 
p^ii^n«||aa.  I^hosc  factories  still 
ttirlvr,  ^ntenslbly  for  the  purpose  of 

,  making;  such  harmless  materiali  as 
dyes  and  fertilizers.  The  works  so 
emp^yed  vc  continually  growing' 
aAd  can  at  very  shcrt  notice  turn 
out  poison  gases  to  any  extent  re- 
qni<*d. 

Uf  cry  body  knows,  writes  The  Lon- 
d^i*  Tf|)W«3r4rreiipoadent.  that  the 
basic  raw  materia)  for  the  production 
of  ^  mariner  of  warcxplosives  is  sn' 
abtircant  supply  of  lixed  introgen  in' 
the  fornj  of  nitric  aci<l  and  ammonia.

There  arc  othar  bachelors, 
who.  through  physical  reasons,  may 
esteem  it  fbeir  duty  to  society  to 
live  a  single  life.  For  ineiaaca,  a 
tax  on  bachelora  asd  the  gospel  of 
eugenics  might  not  CO  hand  in  baud, 
and  then  thare  le  the  case  of  a  man 
who.  through  mental  or  physical 
limitations,  cannot  afford  to  provide 
a^omc  for  a  wife.  Tboe^  icbo  think 
of  the  matter  sorrtewhat  supertici- 
aliy  may  juiop  ti>  the  conclusion  that 
a  bachelor  ahouM  be  taxed,  sfanply 
becaukc  he  is  a  bachelor.  Such  taxa- 
tion, however,  would  be  clas|.  legis- 
lation. 

The  b.ichclor  is  laxed  on  lii.s  in 
come  now  and  is  discriminated 
against  ae  compared  wftb  the;  mar 
ned  man  in  this  respect  It  has  yet 
to  be  shown  that,  m  any  acnse,  a 
bachelor  6io*%  not  pay  bis  just  quota 
to  the  State.  The  proposal  to  tax 
him  because  be  is  a  bachelor  is  ad- 
vancing a  Hep  beyond  our  ideas  of 
freedom,  especially  when  it  is  re- 
membered that  wtienjhere  is.  war  it 
is  to  the  bachelors  that'  wc  look 
chiefly  Tor  the  mesns  of  defence. 
Those  who  are  good  enough  to  fight 
for  their  country  in  times  of  crisis 
ought  to  be  good  ertough  to  sharr- 
equally  with  others  the  privileges  of 
paying  Uxcs  for  the  upkeep  ad- 
ministration. That  they  should  be 
put  into  a  class  of  their  own  and  dis- 
criminated against  is  opposed  to  any 
tradition  of  fair  play.  There  arc  a 
thousand  and  one  reasons  which  may 
account  for  men  being  bachelors, 
and  many  of  them  deserve  the  sanc- 
tity of  privacy.  It  would  be  as  just 
to  put  a  special  tax  on  spinsters,  be- 
cause they  are  spinsters,  as  to  single 
out  bachelors  for  this  anmerited 
treatment.

The  proposal  for  a  ^-Scotland 
ship  canal  to  cut  through  the  coun- 
try ia  again  becoming  a  question 
much  discussed  in  Britahi.  In  1917 
a  survey  and  formal  report  on  the 
subject  was  made  by  tbe  hrm  of  Sir 
W.  O.  Armstrong,  Whitworth  *  Co., 
snd  the  cost  of  the  project  for  a 
direct  route  canal  was  then  eatinnated 
at  £S2;0IMAN),  with  possibly  £4,- 
000,000  or  £5,000,000  added  under 
certain  circumstances.  It  was  esti- 
mated that  the  construction  work 
would  take  from  ten  to  sixteen  years. 
The  project  is  again  revived  as  one 
designed  to  asaiet  hi  SMeting  the  un- 
employment situation,  but  in  this 
respect  it  is  pointed  out  that  if  it 
was  determined  upon  it  would  take 
a  couple  of  years  to  get  formal  sur- 
veys completed,  land  purchases  car- 
ried out.  working  plans  prepared, 
tenders  invited,  contracts  fixed,,  etc. 
The  .suggestion  that  the  work  would 
employ  50,000  men  directly  and  SW.- 
OOU  indirectly  is  probably,  an  exag- 
ger|tju;i,  because,  allowing  a.||oder- 
ate  weekly  wage,  of  40  shillings,  this 
in  wages  alone  wotrld  involve  ati  ex- 
penditure of  £67.000,000  if  the  work 
only  occupied  Ave  years. 

The  chief  supporters  of  the  pro- 
ject at  the  present  lime  arc  General 
.Sir  Ian  llsmilton  auU  Admiral  Sir 
Percy  Sct»tt.  Both  believe  that  it 
would  be  a  mesns  of  giving  employ- 
ment to  ex-service  men.  They  are 
also  of  the  opinion  that  such  a  canal 
would  be  of  usefulness  in  war  time. 
Sir  Percy  believe  that  it  should  be 
built  rather  than  that  any  new 
capital  ships  should  be  constructed. 
There  are  others  who  maintain  that 
the  project  would  be  a  wicked,  wan-' 
ton  waste  of  the  taxpayers'  money, 
and  since  the  British  Board  of  Trade 
has  formally  expressed  the  view- 
point thst  the  actual  worfchig  costs 
of  such  a  canal  would  not  be  covered 
by  the  revenue,  and  that  the  tpn- 
nage  which  it  le  esthnated  would 
use  it  has  been  exaggerated,  it  'Is 
likely  that  the  project  will  remain  in 
abeyance  for  some  ttase  to  come. 


Sir  Isaac  Bay  ley  Balfour,  ope  of 
the  great  and  best  beloved  of  Brit- 
ish botanists,  is  dead,  Mia  enthusi- 
asm for  flowcra  was  infectious.

Mssln— Is  had  rosantly  en- 
aaged  hi  aa  snhaasthrs  sorveiy  of  the 
coal  meaaures  of  Vanoouver  leland, 
reaulta  of  hki  inveatlgations  being  at- 
tended by  Dominion  wide  Interest  He 
had  almost  completed  hU  taak  on  the 
Island,  and  while  in  the  field  Was 
building  up  reeerve  strength  for  an 
operaUon  whl«h  M  hM«v  to  bo  ussss 
sary. 

He  had  gained  ooMMsrably  In 
health,  and  last  asonth  was  one  of  the 
leading  spirits  In  the  WesUrn  meet- 
ing of  the  Canadian  Instftute  of  Min- 
ing and  Metallurgy  here.

Mahoaaot.  or.  naoordlng  to  OrtenUl 
wonuaolatloa,  Mahaauusd  (l.o..  *^e 
Olortfled").  sumamed  Aboul  Casssm.

A  faith  thus  propagated  eould  not 
hut  eucceod  In  a  country  like  ArablaJ

ed by  plunder  here,  but  had  held  out 
to  them  a  felicity  of  the  most  eeneual 
kind  hereafter.  In  SST  Mahomet 
made  a  traatg  wMh  the  lahaMtssits  of 
Mooea.  whlah  wlthfai  twa  jreaia  he 
violsitod  and  oaptarad  tha  plaaa.  Sav- 
ing made  hlaiaalf  master  of  Arabia, 
he  extended  his  conooeete  Into  Syria, 
where  he  took  severitl  citlee  and  laid 
soipe  of  the  prln<;es  under  tribute.

It  la  axpaetad  that  K.  Coue.  the 
fSmoua  Prenoh  healer,  will  vMt  the 

United  States  and  presumably  Can- 
ada next  January  to  apread  hia 
theory  of  the  cure  of  dlaeaae.  Oae 
of  his  disclplea  said  a  few  daya  ago: 
"Kvery  city,  town  and  hamlet  In  the 
United  Btatea  nsay  yet  have  its  own 
Lourdes.  perhapa  without  the  reiigi- 
01U  ferver  aC  tha  aadant  French 
place  of  heating,  but  with  modem 
miraclea  aa  astounding  aa  anything 
ever  recorded  by  a  Christian  pil- 
grimage." Coue  says  thnt  lil^  sole 
remaining  desire  la  to  do  all  the 
good  within  his  power  for  hla  fellow 
men,  and  since  hla  methoda  tiavo 
been  spread  by  hundreds  of  follow- 
ers throughout  Kurope  he  believee 
that  ha  ahould  vlait  America  to  Intro- 
duce them  on  thIa  ooatlnent.  He  has, 
of  course,  already  treated  Americans 
who  have  visited  him  at  Nancy,  but 
so  far  ' as  we  are  aware  he  haa  no 
authorised  apostles  in  the  United 
States.  Nt>  doubt  a  visit  in  person 
would  do  much  more  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  hla  system  than  any 
number  of  baofca  or  newspaper 
articles.

effected.  After  a  few  flniple  Instruc- 
tions the  patient  la  sent  away  in- 
formed that  if  he  i»  to  be  cured  he 
must  cure  himself  and  that  thia  la 
not  only  ii  poNfllbllity  but  a  certainty 
if  be  faithfully  follows  directions. 


His  theory  is  simple  enough,  and 
haa  boen  acted  on  by  varloua  prao- 
titloners  for  ages.  What  he  haa  con- 
tributed to  the  problem  of  aetting  the 
suh-cpoacious  mind  to  work  te  heal 
bodily  InOvmltlea  is  a  slogs n.  ^e 
saya  that  a  sauwt  mlad.  that  ki  to 
say  a  fundamantaUy  sauad  nervom 
atruoture,  maana  a  aonnd  body.  He 
believes  that  If  a  sufferer  after  he 
has  found  a  comfortable  position 
u|ion  going  to  bed  and  just  before  he 
drops  off  to  sleep  will  say  to  himself 
twenty  times.  "lOvery  day,  from  every 
point  of  view,  I  am  getting  better  and 
better,"  the  worda  and  thought  will 
take  posseaslon  of  that  part  ot  tha 
mind  which  oontlauaa  action  whan 
the  body  Is  asleep,  namely,  tha  arub- 
conaclous  mind.

the  effect  of  tlif>  llniltadon  of  your 
advahcea.
